IlypolitP DenoanU, Lnnis Cliaput Jn- 
pejili ChampagTiP, I'olix ilaiiiault. <lit DovS- 
fhanips, Frs. .\Iesnier <lil Lapiern*. Loon 
Jonlicrt, J* an llajttisip Mamninr, Narcisse 
IMallet, I'rancnis Conti e, Frs. Masson, 
.Inn., Andre l.^^sie^^*, and Simon llttgiie, 
were sworn as jurvft“*T*. when the inflict- 
nient was read, arcu^in^ Fdouard Mon 
arqne of having, nn the 2*^fl .April last, 
delilmrately, purjtosely* atid maliciously, 
coinmitied an assattlt with a slick on the 
persfin of William Hand-'-, private in the 
ii4ih re«^iment, statiorted at Montreal, and 
inflicted a wound of which William Hands 
<lied;an‘l tlie said Joseph Chapolean, of 
having feloniously aided and assisted in the 
crime. 

I he Attorney General stated the case, 
and failed the following witnesses: — 

George IJ yiiinhotham, is a sohlier in the 
grenadier cmnpany ol the !^4tli regiment. 
He and afmlher sttldier liad h«Hni witli 
Hands to a friend’s house, where they 
eaeh had twft glasses of liquor; had none 
previously that <lay. In letmning, when 
at tin* rorner of Ihmst'cours and 8l. Denis 
streets. Hands had occasion t<i remain he* 
hind them for a minute, and tohl them t<f 
go slow and In* woiiitl come up to tliem. 
He <!id init come up to them ; hut a few 
inoirn*nts ntier they n aehed the harracks, 
he came up to them coveied with Idood. 
and said he hail heen heaten hy four, five, 
or six Canadians. He washed the hlood 
fiom his person ami retired to hed. He 
complained verv miirh all night, and at six 
oVhnk next niftming he was insensihle 
Me was carried to the hosjiifal, wln-re In* 
died. He had not taken any more liqufir 
than the two glasses, apd during nine years 
that he had known him, always coiisideiv 
c*d him a sober man. 

John Kennedy, soldier in the 24th regi* 
r.ient, entirely confirmed the testimony ot 
ihi* pri*ceding witness. 

Jtihn Anathase Delisle resides :n Mon¬ 
treal. On the ei'etiing of tin* 2.d April 
last he was in the Quehec ^^nhurhs, where 
he m(*t thiN^ prisomus alnmt a quarter past 
seven o’cloi|k, and they were together about 
ail hour or three quarters of an hour. He 
went into caleche lielotiging to a man nani- 
ed Frevot, and ilrftve througli the main street 
ofJrt. Lftilis Suimrhs. The two prisoners 
and a per-On named lielair were ahmg with 
him ill the caleche. At the corner tif 8t. 
Denis and Ihmsecour streets, Monarque 
WfUft out of the caleche and said good night, 
as if goin;; tfiwards Mr. Jiingham’s house, 
when Cliapleau said to him, come vviih ns 
to Mrs. Ogden’s. At this nionuuit a stiU 
<li(*r passed, and said something which wit¬ 
ness did not hear, to whirh Cliapleau said, 
a o to In'll ijo fir self, Chapleau leapt from 
the caleche and rail after the soldier, who 
was proceefliiig up the hill, and ihus was 
nlacefl between Chapleau ami Monarque. 
Ijmiicdiately afterwards he heard one of 
the prisoners saying, take care of the bay¬ 
onet, and at the same lime heard a blow 
Btruek hy one of the prisoners He tiitser- 
ved that'ii* coqhl not he a blow with a fist, 
ns it crark;*d sironiTtu*. The carter came 
forwai-fl towards the soldier, whom he assis- 
„.,1 lonscfn.m tl>« frrouiul. One O the 
l.a.l tl.e bayonet. Helair Inin 
to roturn tliabavonet. wbicli be .ltd, aajniisr, 
lYlt/good mon go to your harracks, baw 
the soldier kicked twice when on his hands 
and knees, hut does not know which of the 
two ])risoners did so. Reinarkf (I to M<m- 
arque that he h.ad not srruck the soldier 
with his fist. .Monaiqiie said yes, hut af¬ 
ter a little hesitation simwed him a Garcette, 
which is a piece of twisted rope with a 
Unob of lead at one of its ends. Witness 
dites not know if the deceased fell at the 
tirst blow, and is unable to say if he was 
goher or not, tl.e whole affair passing 8o 
quickly. The roads were very bad. He 
saw several people passing, but does not 
know who they vvcie. 


Cross-questioned—Says that he went 
into the caleche with the prisoners, mer<dy 
t<» tak«* a drive asid withmit any intention 
of striking any person ; the stick which 
Monarque had wasacornmon one, of about 
two inches in circiimfeience ; heani the 
stitdi crack, hut <li<I not know on what part 
of the deceased, who was neat an em Insure. 
.After the affair, Chapleau asked .Monarque 
to go along with him to widow Ogtlen’s, 
which Mtniarque d»-clined; the night was 
so tiaik that mtthing could Ite seen. Wit 
m*ss has always consideied Chapleau an 
hotifst, qriiet, latf. 

Hy the Court—When Chapleau went 
out <tf tlie caleche, witness could not see 
Monarque. 

Alexis Helair, was in the Quebec Sub¬ 
urbs with the prisoners and Delisle. Pre 
vot tlrove them in acah*clie. Tii'ey startetl 
ahont a quarter before 8 o’clock, h stopped 
at the corner of Honsecours and St. Louis 
sM(*ets—all four were then iu the caleche. 
Monarque made them stop on purpose that 
he might go to the Clapt. Yules house. Af¬ 
ter Momirque’s (h*pai ture, a soldier passed 
hy the enclosure, and placed hims(*lf against 
if, where Monarque, who appean*d return¬ 
ing to tite caleche, int*t him ; heard them 
squeak, and imim^diately afiei wards heard a 
blow given hy a stick. It was not till aft(*r 
the blow was stiurk that (Jia;ileau got out 
of the caleche, and went up to the soldier. 
An instant afterwards Monarqiu! and Chap- 
elaii returiM*d to the caleche with the hayon^ 
et, wlien witness told them to return the 
bayonet, as the man had heen sufficienily 
beaten; it was thrown to him, when he 
picked it up and wiuit away. After receiv¬ 
ing the blows, he seemeil tipsy. Monarque 
had a stick wliich belonged to witness. Im¬ 
mediately afterwards they stojiped at a 
tavern. Monaripie showed a gnrcctie. which 
is a piece of i\vi>ted rope with a knob of 
lead ill the end of it; witm-ss said surely 
it was not with tliat In* hml inflicted tin* 
blow, and Monarque n*plied that it was 
with the stick. Monarque li;id the stick 
on leaving the Queln*c bulmihs, hut it was 
not seen in Ins possession after the blow was 
inflicted. 

Cross qiiestioned_It was the 2'2d April. 

He went with the two prisomus and the 
carter Frevot, on purpose to go to the 
Quehec. biihurlis, where he met Delisle, 
who appeared to he tipsy. 1‘hey went away 
about cught o’cloc-k, and he had no conver¬ 
sation alxmt a soldier or about quarrellitig 
Chapeleau has always been consi<iered a 
peacealde young man. Monarque left the 
others on purpose to see a young girl wlio 
lived in Captain Yule’s house. 'I'he soldier 
passed about two minutes after the caleche 
stoppc'd, and apjieared to he tipsy, I’here 
were in the caleche, Chajicdeau, Deiisle, 
Helair and tin* driver; and the soldier said 
something which was not umh*rstood Me 
knew him to he a soldier hy his dress, and 
he appeared to lie quarrelsome. Witness 
believes that the soldier wished to quarrel 
with Monarque, who is not a person that 
would attack another vviihout provocation ; 
does not know if the stick was broken hy 
the soldier. 

4’lie tn uMcil for the juisoner wished to 
c*stahlish that at the time, M*intreal was 
in a state of excitement, between the soU 
diers and a cc*rtaiii portion of the citizens 
which the court refused, as it would only 
serve to exriie prejudices. Witness said 
that he was the person who said, lake care 
of the bayottei, 

h^douard l^esrocher, apprenticed jiainter, 
was in Hoii'-ecours street about b o clock 
' on ilie evening of the 22mi .Xpril, and saw 
a caleche stop at the corner Houses 
cours and St. Denis streets, when one oi 
five persons who were in the cahiche alight¬ 
ed. riie others callc*d to him to go to the 
widow Ogden’s, which he refused to do. 
.At this insianl a soldier passed, ami said 
what? Upon which a person in the caleche 
sai<l fro to hell ; the soldier re;}lied, (jO 
to hell yourse/f you dannied rascal, when 
a man with a white hat, leapt out of the 
caleche and ran afier the sohlier, vyho was 
stopt immediately. Monarque came to^ 
wards the soldier aud said, don't strike; 
he then passed behind the soldier and 
struck him. Witness heard something 
wliiz, and the soldier fell immeiliately. 
One of the two who came out of the ca-? 
leche then kicked him several times. VV’ht'n 
the soldier was struck, he cried out. Ok 
my God ? rhinks that he heani some 
one say. Give him back his bayonet, 4'he 
soldier rose and vv(‘nt away. Witness asked 
him, are yon much hurl ? he replied. Yes. 
but if they w'lil come one bi/ one, 1 2mmld 
fight them. When became near the lamp 
he saw that the soldier lunl on a red coat, 
and that tlie right side of his face was 
covereti with blood. 

Cross questiened—Is IF years of age, 
recognized Monarque when he alighted 
from the c.ileche ; did not see the soldier 
fail ; it 

Dr. C’lawford is assistant Surgeon to 
ths 24lh regiment, and was so on the 22d 


.April last. Me knew the deceased, and 
considered him a sober and well hehav.-d 
man. He attended him on the morning 
of the 2 (1 Apiil at tlie hospital, when he 
was in coiivuUioris and vomited. His 
ivoijiid was on the head, for which he hleil 
him twice, and he expired about K<*ven 
o’clock that night. Witness examined the 
liody and perceived a large fracture on 
the skull ; the brain wm clotted with 
blood. 

J'he Doctor exhihiter! a portion of the 
skull about four inches in size, which show¬ 
ed the fracture, and must have heen occa¬ 
sioned hy a single blow. Death was occa¬ 
sioned hy the accumulation of hlood on 
the brain. I he wounds ap|)eared to have 
heen given hy a garcette, which is a piece 
of twisted rope with a knob of lead or iron 
on one of its extremities. 

Dr. Uacey, of this city, gave similar 
testimony. 

'I lips. Modgeths, adjutant of the 2 !th 
regiment, said that he knew all the soldiers 
in the regiment. The absence of any in¬ 
dividual, and in fact, every circumstance 
connecled wiili the regiment; is communi¬ 
cated to him. Knew that Willirin Hamis 
was ill the hospital inconsequence of having 
l)een heaten in the town ; if any other sol¬ 
dier hail heen heaten, he .should have heard 
of it. Deceas.id was an excellent soldier, 
and never required to he jiiinished ; lemaik- 
ahly sober and always conducted himself 
with the strictest propriety. It is < iisiom- 
ary to have the band at military funer¬ 
als. 

Cross questioned—Did not hear of any 
soldier having heen l)(*aten, exi-epi Hands. 
If a soldier is beaten he would hear of it. 
It is iisu il that the company to which a 
deceased sohiif.*r has belonged ; ttends his 
funeral, and all others who wish to <lo so 
are allowed. On the oc(‘asioii ol the 
funeral of Hands, all tin? regiment request¬ 
ed permis>ion to attend. 

Ant. Frevost, carter.—On tlie 22d April 
he was engaged hy Chapeleau, and hroughi 
him to Hamel’s, in the Quehec Snhurhs, 
wht .c lie round IJeii^l,^, rwonarque a..M 
Helair. Delisle was very di uuk. Brought 
them to the St. Lawrence Suburbs, and 
stopped at the corner of Bonsecours and St. 
Denis streets. Monarque went out of the 
caleche, when a soldier passed, apjiarently 
tipsy. He stood against the caleche, and 
said* something which was not intelligible ; 

C hapeleau saUi, <70 to hell. ( I he rest of 
the evidence was similar to that of the 
previous witnesses.) 

The counsel for the prisoners produced 
a numlier of witne.‘>ses who gave the accus¬ 
ed g«)od characters. 4 he Chief Justice 
snmmone<l up the evidence, and ti e jury, 
after a short deliheratioii, returned a verdict 
of Not G nil tv.

EXTltACT. 

Aff^*cting Casft of the of Intemperance, and 

want of Decision of Character. 

From an Address, hy the Rev. John A. 
Yates. 

It is nearly twenty years since, a youth 
from the interior of ihe country, was sent 
to one of our populous towns for the pur- 
posii of completing his academic and colle¬ 
giate education. He was the only beloved 
child of a widowed mother. He ppssesseil 
talents of a high order, industrious habits, 
pleasing addre>s, a joyousiiess and hilarity 
of di^jm'ili***'' which gatlu red him a numer¬ 
ous circle of friends and associates. As 
his mind deployed itself, he exhibited a fas 
cinating power 'of conversaiioif* JmJ that 
lirilliaiicy of wit, vvhirli has always expo¬ 
sed its jHissessor to the temptation of con¬ 
viviality. With the ardor of his tempera¬ 
ment, and hej’omi the reach of parental 
restraint, tie yielded to these temptations, 
and fell into painful and frequent excesses. 
It was agonizing to see the fariiis of the 
destroyer, first imprint themselves upon a 
victim so costly. At this time, he recei¬ 
ved those kiml ami tender remonstrances, 
whi* h can he dictat<‘d only hy a inother s 
heart, and written with a nioth(*rs hand. 
He was melted. Weeping atid kissing the 
letter, he made a vow to reform. He did 
so : hut ill his attempt, he found no sympa- 
thv—none with whom he dare converse 
on his reformation. Obliged not only to 
resist an incipient habit, hut aLo to sacrifice 
all the enjovments of triend-hip—fie relap¬ 
sed. His career increased in rapidity, and 
he was shortly afterwards obliged to leave 
the institution of winch he was a memlier, 
and retire to a neighboring village. In that 
place, accidentally, visited one evening hy 
a class mate, “ I am the most miserable of 
all lieings" lu* exclaimed. “ Here is a let¬ 
ter from my mother, in which she forbids 
me her presence forever, saying, that it will 
kill h(?r to sep her otily child a profligate 
son, I would like indeed to die. i^Iy 
prospects are blightetl, and if I live I shall 


he nothing hut a poor drivelling wretch. 
He was urged to attempt his reformation, 
from considi'ratioiis of his youih, and th 
natural reflection, that the severe measure 
of his parent was suggested in the agony 
of maternal affection for his recovery. He 
did reform ; and was restored to College 
received his degree; returned home; com 
menced Ids professiitfial studies, and once 
more revived the f'omi hopes of his devoted 
parent and his aff’eclionate friends. But, 
during all this time, he had combatted his 
passions and his habits alone; no one gave 
him a smile of approbation, and still less 
could express his fears or liH hopes, and find 
that sympathy in his feelings, without 
which friendship and affection are spiritless, 
and a mockery. Hut if none stood by him 
in his career of virtue, fiundi eds were foutul 
to give strength to his lemptatiuns, and zest 
to his forbidden pleasures. He fell. One 
relapse followed another, until a fearful ca¬ 
reer of profligacy was the result, in which 
he sought ilie city of New York, as a 
wider field for the indulgence of his hab¬ 
its. 

Two years after this event, the same 
person who had visited this young man, 
III a village near the college, was travelling 
througii the city of New York, to the in 
terior of New Jersey. Going on hoard 
a steam boat, his attention was attracted 
to a person stretched on deck and WTapped 
in a cloak. His curiosity, excited aiicl ap¬ 
proaching the individual, he was shocked 
at recognizing, in the bloodshot eye and 
haggani couiiteiiact*, the features of his col¬ 
lege companion. He arose, and thongh 
partially iiiehiiaied, was conscious of his 
situation, “Are you fitn-e ?” cxclairnml 
the young man. “ Now no more preach-i 
ing~ no rrioie advice—my best friend is 
my hotile.” “ Wliat are you doing ami 
where are you going?” inquired the other. 

I have been in New York and am now 
going to Fhiladelphia to see my friend 
O-. You know him; we have had ma¬ 

ny a merry hour; 1 mean to have anoth¬ 
er.

ever gave me, and 1 think I may as well 
die in Fhiladelpliia as in New York.” He 
was beyond the reach of exposiulatioii, 
and an hour rifterwards, in a state of sot¬ 
tish insensibility. He went to Philadel¬ 
phia; visited his fiiend; he was received 
with kindness and cordiality. “ My dear 
friend” said he, “ I have come to see you 
and revive old times,** “ I am rejoiced 
that you have come,” replied the Philadel- 
pliian. “ 1 wish you would stay with me 
hut do not allude to old time^ ; they com¬ 
prise the most painful period of my life, 
and the recollection is attended with shaine 
and repentance.” 4’he poor young man 
now felt himself aloyie in his dissipation, 
and accordingly yielded to the entreaties 
of his friend and resolved to rtiform. He 
did so for the third time ; returned home, 
and raised his mother from a bed of sick¬ 
ness to which she had been reduced hy his 
profligacy— But he stood alone. Again in 
a fhoughiless mommit ho toadied the mad¬ 
dening poison, and for the last lime, relap¬ 
sed—a moral maniac! He rushed from 
his native village; went to New-York ;

(lehr, haunted hy remorse, and maddened 
with his habits, he fl <1 to Cincinnati. In 
that place, he, who had commeticcfd, a few 
years before, a life with prospects clear and 
uruluuded—with wealth—with talents— 
with friends, became through, the watd of 
derision, a begging [laiiper—a loathsome 
sot—supported hy the refuse of the town 
—a gross pander of sensuality—until pass-* 
ing tiirough the main street, he laid down, 
at noi/n day, in tin? kennel for, his couch ; 

its putrid filih fo,r his pillow, and- died, 

Hi.s mother! his mother! She rests, 
with a broken heart, under tlie green sward 
of the church yard. Ciood God ! what will 
Thy hook of remembrance unfold for poor 
fallen sinful men ! 


EXTRACT 

In Mrs. Murray’s Guide to the beauties

cape tlirougli a certain pass, and at the 
same time declared, if qucIi a thing hap¬ 
pened, Ciore should .forfeit his life. Gore 
took his station, hut noivvithsvaiiding all his 
caution, some deer forced the pass, and 
made their escape. Gore did not ]o'<e his 
life, hot he was ignoininiously chastised in 
the presence of the chieftain, and his as¬ 
sembled clan, on the summit of the peak. 
The proud Highland blood of Gore boil¬ 
ed at the indignity be bad sustained in 
the sight of bis chief and clan.
